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DETAILED ACTION 

The submission of amendment filed on 8/24/04 is acknowledged. At this point claim 1 
have been canceled and replaced with new claim 2. Thus, claim 2 is at issue in the instant 
application. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear what 
Applicant intends by: 

- "can be used along or with other neon gas tubing sign" (page 3/21). Since device of 
the instant application does not show any neon gas tubing, what is the other neon gas 
tubing? Also, "along" should be changed to -alone-; 

- "It can be installed when glass is being manufactured' (pages 3/21; 5/21). What 
means "Jf ? Than, "It will be installed on the inside of the first layer of glass". What 
means "ft"? If this is film, according to claim 2 "film is sandwiched between two 
panels", but not inside of the glass panel; 

"... input various advertisement messages via with this device" (pages 4/2 1 ; 6/2 1 and 
further in text); 

- "...to display manes different type"; also "type" should be changed to -types;, 

- "The words open and close will illuminate inside window glass... " (page 5/21); 

- "...powered by a power outage " (page 5/21). Device can not be powered by power 
outage, because "outage" is a failure or interruption in use of functioning, or a period 
of interruption of electric current; 
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- "...located inside I A and IB" (page 7/21). What are "1A" and "IB"? 

- "...illuminate numbers and letters wind activates " (page 10/21; 11/21, 13/21-15/21). 
What means " wind activates "? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The amendment filed 8/24/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: keyboard. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear what Applicant 
intends by "illuminate film connection to a microchip. . .". This phrase should be changed to 
"illuminating film is connected to a microchip. . .". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
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in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "...film 
operated by a mother board' (amendment to the claim, page 17/21) and "This is achieved by the 
mother board with date input and output, circuit, memories, keyboard" (amendment to the 
claim, page 18/21). 

It is unclear, what are the "other components" that process the information to the films? 

Claim 2 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Each 
claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in 
the claims except for abbreviations (see MPEP, 608.01(m)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Alexander (US 6,124,783). 

Alexander discloses (claim 1) an illuminating device having an illuminating film 
sandwiched between to glass panels and operated by two or four wires connected to the 
computer. It is well known in the computer art, that any computer has a program chip in order to 
provide all programmed operations.
